Paul 
and  Silas  preach  the  gospel  ofjjeace  to  the 
peopltj  of  Philippi,  and  at  night  with  their 
feet  in  the  stocks,  they  make  the  old  dun- 
geon walls  reverberate  with  their  si  ngs  of 
melody.  Without  complaint,  the  battle- 
sea  rreil  soldier  bore  about  in  his  body  the] 
mark^  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  at  the  close 
of  his  career  he  calmly  wrote  to  his  son  in 
the  ministry,  “I  am  now ' ready  to  be

Amid  all  fiis  e.\|»erii*uces,  both  in  joy  and
